‘Iti is well known that the vice of drink is con- 
fined to women.‘ Recognis:ng this, the Govern-’ 
ment some months ago tock- vigorous steps to: 
stamp out the evil,.and resttictad the access of 
that deplorable sex to the enjoyment.of alcoholic 
liquors.. In some cass the logic of the restric- 


since. women facs’¢ll the pain and danger of 
producing the natien, and soldiers face all the} 
pain and danger of defending it, the- oppor- 
{tunity of embracing ‘women and scldiers in a 
common insult was rightly. felt to be- too good 
to. be missed. Statesmanship could do no mors, 
and there the matter might surely have rested. 

But the last fortnight has witnessed an ex- 
traordinary change in the Government's view. of 
the question. A deputation of employers has 
waited upon the Chancellor cf the Exchequer

difficulty. The members of this-League 


are all bona fide dependants of sol-.
